SKATING ON ICE 


is Possible Omly Becaues of the Melt- 
Ing Umder Pressure. 

Ask the average man or boy, 
“Why is such glorious fweedom of 
movement possikle om ice and on 
aocthing else?” and the chances are 
ten to one that you will get the an- 
ewer, “Because the ice is so smooth.” 

But is that the reasam? Dr. Joly 
d a lectmre rary ip ro fe Dub- 

society pointed out that polished 
glass is much smoother (hak rough- 
ened ice, yet we can skate on the 
foo, whereas on the glass it would 
be impossible. He proved by inter- 
esting experiments that we must 
æek further for an explanation. 
His solution, arrived at only after 
the most careful investigation, is 
that we ewe the ability te skate to 
the faet that ice melts under pres- 
sure. 

The part of the skate that bears 
om the ice presents œ very narrow 
surface, aud on this surface comes 
the whole weight of the body. That 


|| pressure causes the ice te melt in- 


stantaneously, and the thin film of 
water between the blade of the 


f| akate amd the ice serves the same 


rpose as the film of oi] that we 


f|run between the workimg parte of 


machimery—it greatly reduces the 


i | friction. Immediately after the 


skater passos on the water film so- 
lidifies again inte ice, ready for the 
next skater who comes along; hemce 
Dr. Joly eoncludes that we really 
skate not on ice, but om water. 

Nature gives us im thie oe a 
lubrication far and away shead of 
anything man las been able te 
make. 

Hare you ever noticed that the 
colder it is the harder it is to skate? 

That is because the ies melts less 
readily under pressure. Dr. Joly 
apparently did net know that skat- 
ing rinks are now im existence 
where ice is not used. Instead we 
have a surface composed largely of 
salt. If you know anything of the 
nature a selt, however, you will 
find that his theory holds good im 
that case as it does im the case of 
ice, and in neither case is skating 
made possible by the smoothness of 
the surface —Youth’s Companion. 


A Heat Phenemsncn

U. S. GEODETIC | 
SURVEY PEOPLE 
COMING BACK 


WasutncTon—Orders for next 
season’s coast and geodetic survey 
work in the North Pacific have been 
issued by Dr. E. Lester Jones, 
chief of the survey, They con- 
template a continuation of wire 
drag work in Alaskan waters. 

The sundry civil appropriation 
bill which failed to become a law, 
but which wili be put through in 
the special session, carried an; 
appropriation of $250,000 for coast 
survey work in the Pacific Ocean. 
Of this amount about $100,000 
will be spent in Alaska, 

Two parties will do the wire drag 
work in Alaska this summer. In 
addition party No. 3 will continue 
the suryey from Wrangell Island 
northward through Frederick 
Sound. Party No. 4 willbe in the 
neighborhood of Juneau, and will 
survey the vicinity of Stephan Pass- 
age. 

In the ordinary coast survey 
work the steamship Explorer will 
operate north of Forrester Island. 
This vessel was in the Dixon En- 
trance last year, and will proceed 
with the survey up to Chatham 
Strait. Tne Patterson will make 
the survey in Lizianski Inlet and 
Strait, in Cross Sound, and the in- 
letsand harbors inthe neighborhood 
of Cape Brigham, charting the 
waters Out to the 1,000-fathom 
depth. In his testimony before the 
committee on Appropriaticns Dr. 
Jones told of the work the survey 
vessels had been doing in the past 
year. 

‘The Explorer and Patterson 
will spend all the season, eight 
months in Southeastern Alaska, 
doing hydrographic work, where 
wire drag work 1s not necessary.” 
he said. “Two wire drag parties 
have been working in Southeastern 
Alaska, and they have covered a 
large section. We are not jump- 
ing from one point to another, but 
are fcllowing up the work from 
year to year, and completing it as 
we go along. In order to prove 
the value of the wire drag work I 
want to state that we.found fifteen 
pinnacles last year, which were 
charted. ‘They were on the regular 
route from Seattle to Juneau, and 
one of them reared from the ocean 
bed about 600 feet, but it did not 
show above the surface. 

‘Shipping has increased almost 
double in the last few years. and, 
necessarily, these menaces to navi- 
gation will be tound more rapidly 
by a larger number of vessels. I 
am giving this data in order to 
show the importance of proceeding 
witt the wire drag survey as rapid- 
ly as possible.”
